Unions, especlally those covering the construction 
trades, have not historically welcomed the presence of 
Asian Americans and women. Workingonthe construc- 
tionofabuildinghasbeenviewed asbasicallya man S 
job, and mostly white males at that. 

In such a culturally diverse city as San Erancisco， 
which also happens to be a strong union town，Some 
]abor groups have finally tried to take a few positive 
(though admittedly belated) steps in the right direction. 
They are beginning programs through which to recruit， 
train and place construction workers who reflectsome of 
the differences in the local population. 

OnNovember 17, Several union groups and Chinese 
for Affirmative Action will hold a construction Oppor- 
tunities fair, during which interested people can find out 
about work experiences and the process by which to 
enter the trades, However, the potential threat of a 
boycott of the event because one of the CAA-S board 
members is anon-unlion contractorhas thrown adamper 
on the Program. 

Boycotting the fair would be a mistake. It is a great 
opportunity to persuade more minorities and women to 
enterthetrades and thus help alleviate the disparity that 
exlsts now. 上 rom the viewpoint ofthe union, this is also 
a good chance to sell these People on the benefits of 
going through the union s apprenticeship program and 
working with a union contractor. 

Boycotting the opportunities fair would be, as the 
Saying goes,， “throwing out the baby with the bath 
water. Not supporting the program does nothurtCAA， 
nor does ithurtthe non-union contractor. The onlyharm 
resulting from such an act would fall upon those who are 
considering a career in the construction trades. To them 
the boycott cannot help but appear to be “yet anotherT” 
attempt by unions to freeze them onut. 

We Support the fair and its objectives. However,， we 
agree with Smiths concerns about the working 
conditions for the employees who work with non- 
unionized contractors. While CAAis notalabor group 
or union，it has taken an effectively active role in 
changing the makeup of the unions to reflect the more 
multicolor and multiracial nature ofthe city. In this role 
as advocate, the agency must also be concerned abonut 
the conditions under which the workers must do their

“outdoing other minorities.2” 

“From a public relations point of 
view， the Japanese American 
redress campaign can arouse 
nothing but resentment against 
them,”declared Hayakawa.

Propriate. The first committee 
response came in 1979 after Haya- 
kawa had released a widely-covered 
release stating _ the American 
Friends Service Committee actions 
had “mitigated the injustice and 
poor conditions to which the in- 
ternees were Subjected,” claimed 
Secretary Bennett. 

Bennett Said in his recent letter 
that Hayakawa mnust stop invoking 
the group's name Unless he explains 
that even when the members were 
helping Japanese Americans get Out 
of the camps, the group had made 
public statements that the_ camps 
were Unacceptable in a democracy.

LOS ANGELES 一 “Ron, you 
are really a nice guy, ”announced 
attorney Bob Fong at a recent 
reception in honor of Judge Ronald 
S.W. Lew. Over a hundred of the 
judges friends and colleagues 
Showed up at Chinatown's Miriwa 
Restaurant on October 26th to 
celebrate Lew':s elevation to the Los 
Angeles Superior Court，and 
everyone else there had similar 
words of praise for him. 

Known as a hardworking and 
conscientiousjudge, Lew, 43,earned 
the respect of all those who came in 
contact with him during his two and a 
half years as amunicipal court judge 
in San Fernando Valley. 


OUR LOSS 

“The Superior Court's gain is 
truly our loss,”stated Judge Mort 
Rochman, presidingjudge ofthe Los 
Angeles Municipal Court. Lew:s 
new boss, Judge Fred Rimermen of 
San Fernando Superior Court，was 
equally impressed with Lew”s skill 
and dedication. 

Judge Rimerman recounted how 
he has Spotted Lew working with a 
jury at all hours of the day. Joked 
Judge Rimermen, “Thats a Symbol， 
because，Ron，we expect you to 
continue to do that.” 

AttorneyS who have appeared 
before Lew Spoke highly of the man 
and his work, especially his accom- 
plishments on the municipal court.

good job] is probably true in every 
pbhase of my life.” 

As for advising young Asian 
Americans, Judge Lew offered these 
words.“A background in law is one 
of the best backgrounds anyone camn 
have.” He added that a legal 
education offers a person an 
advantage in “every Sphere of life.”

Shimoura， who is coordinator of 
Michigan' s Asian Pacific American 
caucus of the Democratic National 
Committee and also serves as Secre- 
tary of American Citizens for 
Justice, cited the Vincent Chin case 
as an instigating force. 

“This kind ofjoint Political event 
is the culmination of efforts that 
began about two years ago,”Ssaid 


Shimoura.“Its a small first step to

LOS ANGELES 一 Over 200 
Asian American undergraduate and 
law students gathered in UCLA 
October 26-28, for the fourth annual 
National Asian Pacific American 
Law Students”Conference. 

The students, atleast80 of whom 
had flown in or driven from all over 
the country，exchanged ideas and 
attended workshops covering topics 
such as immigration， anti-Asian 
sentiments，affirmative action，and 
-the problems and challenges facing 
Asian Pacific women as legal pro- 
fessionals. 

ON ALL LEVELS 

The theme of the conference， 
“On All Levels,， emphasized the 
diverse approaches by which Asian 
Americans can effect change in their 
communities. Following Saturday 
morning Workshops, conference par- 
ticipants attended a series of follow- 
UP workshops focusing on Specific 
1SSUuesS. 

At the workshop on anti-AsSian 
sentiments, a capacity crowd of over 
100 students filled the lecture hall to 
hear a panel of five speakers. 

When Paul Louie,，a consultant 
with the Los Angeles County Com- 
mission on Human Relations， 
opened the workshop by asking 


students to name examples of anti- 
Asian Sentiments of which they were 
aware，Scores of hands Shot up as 
attendees rattled off a list of anti- 
ASian activities in all parts of the 
country，stretching from Seattle to 
Boston to Houston. 

The needs and feelings of the 
Korean community were detailed by 
panelist Iong Soo Chung、a recent 
graduate of UCLA law school. 
Chung criticized Ze magazine S 
June coverage of minority commun- 
ities -in Los Angeles as being 
”basically anti-foreignerSs. 

Chungalso cited theLos47mgeles 
emilimels series of articles which 
were critical of Asian merchants in 
the predominantly-Black neighbor- 
hoods where the majority of 
9emtIzael readers live. Chung 
asserted that the articles，in no 
uncertain terms， were attacking 
Korean Americans，who comprise 
most of the Asian merchants in that 
area.

“The 442nd， aftter the famed 
Japanese American army unitduring 
World War I: 

”Stereotypes have to come from 
Somewhere,， Stated Haru as she 
conceded that there are Some ASsians 
who may fit that mold. However， 
there is nothing |in the medial to 
balance that ASsian nerd， com- 
plained Haru. 

Panelist Vaitfoa Lealaitafea、a 
Samoan teacher in the Los Angeles 
Sch6ol System，informed the 
audience that there are less than ten 
credentialed Sanioan teachers in LoS 
Angeles， Moreover，、approximately 
5096 of Samoan Students who 
entered tenth grade never&raduated、 
according to Lealaifafea. 

Panelist Patti FEongs from UC 
Davis described the anti-ASsian 
sentiments on her campus and urged 
the audience to keep on top of whatis 
happening in the country so that 
cases like the Vincent Chin killing 
and the stabbing of a_ Davis high 
School Student can be avoided.

Filipino Community Testifies on 
Need for Bilingual Education 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Citing 
the need for bilingual education and 
a positive Image reinforced for 
students in California public schools， 
both parents and educators recently 
testified at a hearing of the Superin- 
tendent's Council on Asian/Pacific 
Affairs, Approximately 7.1926 of the 
states more than four million 
students are Asian/Pacific， the 
PPiiPine News reported. 

Vincent Reyes, a former visiting 
lecturer on Filipino history, said he 
advocated a “clear, factual repre- 
sentation of Asian/Pacifics in the 
curriculum. Its a tragedy to see 
AsSian and Pacific students with no 
knowledge of their own history,”he 
testified. Reyes blamed the omission 
of the_ contributions of Asian and 
Pacific Americans on the Same 
”racism that has plagued .Asians 
Since they set foot on these Shores.” 

Lillian Galedo, director of Fili- 
pino Jmmigrant Services, told the 
council that parents are concerned 
about the future of their children、 

“Schools are among the most 
reSpected institutions to Immigrant 
families and parents are concerned 
that unless positive self-reinforce- 
ment is notbegun in the early grades， 
their high School Students will be 
too old to change, ”testified 
Galedo. 

”After School programs，ethnic 
studies _ courses，School counselors 
and Student clubs can be imple- 
mented and utilized to bring about 
the ， positive image parents are 
Seeking for their children through 
education, she explained. 

Galedo also pointed out that

Four topics were discussed: the 
generation gap; interracial relation-

Grace 天 im，a parent and high 
School teacher from Sacramento 
gave 3a well-recelvyed and humorous 
Tole-playing portrayal of Parent/ 
teenage and young adult relations. 
,She described three different ways in 
Which parents might communicate: 
authoritarlian, laissez-faire, Or demor- 
cratic . . . giving freedom with reS= 
ponsibility. Her proposed model was 
the last. 


“上 Korean traditional values are 
different, She sad，Kim cited 
examples like being Passive VS. 
active, using body language Vs. being 
Verbal，having no eye contact VS.

Ethnic Violence. Now comprised of

has been given a“ free hand to do 
whatever it wants”by his office, he 
Saild. 

“TI am impressed with the mem- 
bers of the commission and with 
what they may be doing.”Saying 
that the group will be meeting for at 
least a_ year，the attorney general 
lamented It may be longerbecause 
these things never gO away.

Kamp was cautious.“ My office puts 
out annual reports on crime and 
those gangs [involving Vietnamese 
or Chinese| are not highlighted. We 
see them as being more ethnically- 
oriented andnot so related to regular

Several students debated the 
pro's and con's of “marrying out. 
One female Student felt“Its great 让 
the perfect 天 orear man comes 
along. However，in relating to 
SeVeral different groups，one alwWays 
learns something. Ultimately one 
gets a better sense of identity.” 
Before deciding, she advised others 
to seek“exposure and experience.” 

John Lee, on the otherhand, who 
has lived in the US for 10 years， 
emphatically stated he preferred 
marrying a 开 orean. [ITm not against 
interethnic marriage. ”His reasons 
for wanting to marry a 开 orean Were 
varied， fundamental cultural jlike- 
nesSs，common language，continuity 
of roots, ease with Self bridging two 
Korean families, and sharingpassion 
for 天 orean food. 

The final workshop allowed 
SeVveral male and female students to 
Share their experienceSs Selecting 
college majors. Most encouraging 
Was the persistence of females to 
break into non-traditional fields， 
Such as engineering and pollitical 
Science.“I see real hope here,” said 
Grace 天 im. 

Gin Pang, one of the organizers 
of the conference,， thanked all the 
groups and individuals thatmade the 
event possible. She reminded the 
audience that a second conference 
would be held next year， She 
concluded by saying;， TIhe US is our 
country:. We mustn't be Silent. We 
can Speak our minds and state who 
we are.

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Iu Mien Refugeesfrom Laos Return to 
Ground Zero to Make a New Start

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Back to 
Square one can Semetimes have a 
positive effect. At least that is what 
members of the Laotian community 
hope after their year long odyssey 
that took them from the Bay Areato 
West Virginia，moving to another 
location in Montgomery，Alabama， 
and then finally returning to San 
Francisco almost one year from the 
Very week they left the area. 

With assistance from the Center 
for Southeast Asian Refugee Re- 
settlement，many members of the 
group have found work; all 41 in the 
group have settled into new housing， 
and those who need assistance are 
getting Some Special counseling 
SeTvicesS. 


BURNT BADLY 

Butthe Iu Mien from Laos donot 
want to go outside the refugee com- 
munity for advice or help at this 
point. They wereburntbadlybytheir 
experiences, and only wish to rely on 
themselves and others who are like 
them. 

Trustis a well-known commodity 
in the Laotian community, but the Iu 
Mien group that went to the East 
Coast to lease and work land from a 
San Francisco real estate agent last 
year, found that trust might have a 
different meaning for Some people. 

After Six months of clearing the 
WestVirginia property, moving their 
families there, and finally settling in 
with the local WestVirginians,the Iu 
Mien were told by real estate agent 
Jerry Thompson that he was 
canceling the 99-year lease he had 
Provided them，and the Iu Mien 


found themselves evicted from the 
property. 

“It wouldn'thave been as great a 
problem for a Single person,”Ssaid 
Kouichoy Saechau, one of the clan 
leaders，“But with wives and 
children，and an entire community 
established，it was a difficult 
Situation.” 

Because Saechau had believed 
Thompson and had advised the group 
to go ahead with the project Saechau 
feltresponsible forthe misadventure. 
“Ifelt very bad,，he said，that they 
had done all of this work over a 
period of half a year, and then were 
given only 30 days to leave the 
Property.” 

CHICKEEN COOPS 

During meetings with 
Thompson，Saechau said that 
Thompson complained about the 
way that chicken coops were built 
andthe use of ljve trees for firewood. 
“But we agreed not to use the live 
trees for firewood, only to clear the 
land of them so we could build our 
community center. We also agreed 
to build the chicken coops the way 
he wanted,” Saechau said. “But 
even though we agreed to this during 
a_ meeting，Ihompson sent us the 
eviction notice in writing. We were 
going to be forced to leave by 
November 30.” 

The group was confused and 
could not believe their predicament， 
jlt seemed as if all of their hard work 
on the land was worthless. At first， 
they thought they milght be able to 
reverse Thompson s decision. They 
had dealt with problems before, such 
as their original cool reception from 
the local West Virginia farmers. 
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Though the Laotian persistent 
hard work，and sharing lideas and 
foods, there were bonds of friendship 
already begun with the West 
Virginians. Besides, it was after the 
harvest and in November the first 
Signs of winter were on their way. No 
one would be So cruel as to force 
families and children out of their 
homes with an Eastern winter on its 
Way. 

But there was no reconciliation 
With ITIhompson; no_ way that the 
Laotians could remain on the land 
they had worked so hard; andno way 
that they could have a future rural 
community as they had planned. 

SOME OPIIONS 

At this time, ”Saechanu 
explained, “we realized there were 
some options， We could remain in 
West Virginia，look for another 
property where we could relocate our 
community, and still be able to farm 
the land. We could move back to the 
San Francisco Bay Area.” 

And afinal option came from the 
Washington Office of Refugee Re- 
settlement: there was a community 
of Iu Mien located in Montgomery， 
Alabama, and although there would 
be no farming available, there was 3 
promise of housing. Saechau also 
went to talk to some service 
provlders and thought that chances 
for findings jobs for many of his 
fellow Iu Mien were good. 

So， with federal and State 
funding，the Iu Mien were able to 
moveasagroup,travelingfrom West 
Virginia to Alabama in cars and 
truckSs. 

For three months, things: went 
Very well until there was adepresslon 
in the economy. TIhe lu Mien who 
had gainedemploymentimmediately 
lost theirjobs, and things began to go 
poorly for them. 

By this time，letters and tapes 
from the Bay Area to Montgomery 
and _ back again were being 
exchanged at a rapid rate. With So 
many of their group out of jobs, and 
there beling no lmmediate change 
foreseen in the economy, the Iu Mien 
decided to come back to the Bay 
Area. 


FELT LOSTI 
They also _ needed Saechau s 
help，He had been Part of their 


leadership，but had returned to his 
wife，three Sons and Immediate 
extended family, as well as his full- 
time Job In California. 

The Iu Mien felt lost without his 
leadership when trying to adjust to 
thelr new location. Because of these 
strong clan ties, and the insecurity of 
thelir future in Alabama, the Iu Mien 
came back to _ ground zero，They 
knew it would be diffieult to start all 
Over again. 

But since their return，18.of the 
adults have found jobs in the 
electronics and food industries 
through the assistance of Nguyen 
Van Thoi，deputy director of the

NO ONE IO TRUST 

”But their treatment in West 
Virginia was uncalled for， Some 
people really took advantage of 
them,” Nguyen asserted.， “The 
Laotians are a charming，open 
people, and now they feel as ifthere 
is no one to trust but themselves and 
those like them,”he added. 

Even'a few months later，the 
community remains in the same 
frame of mind. “We are keeping to 
ourselves and not going out into any 
other communities， ”Saechau 
explained.“It is difficult for us to 
understand how and why something 
like this could happen. We feel very 
disappointed， 

“But， as a leader of the group， 
Saechau knows that they must be 
able to work in harmony with the 
American lifestyle.“It is important 
for the Iu Mien to keep our own 
cultural values and many of our 
traditions，but to be able to live

Leon visited San Francisco in 1983 
to introduce two of his films at the 
San Francisco Film Festival，he 
SpOoke with bitterness about the con- 
stant censorship problems with 
which he and fellow filmmakers like 
Lino Brocka have to cope with in 
the Philippines, 

“You have to keep it (censorship 
in your mind all the time,”de Leon 
told the press in San Francisco. 
Storylines have to be Submitted to 
government boards in advance and 
cuts were frequently ordered by the 
censors，but Brocka and de Leon 
skated on thin ice by changing their 
Stories considerably after receiving 
Script approval from the Philip- 
pines” Board of Review. 

DANGEROUS SITUATIONS 

The Aquino assassination gal- 
Vanized both de Leon and Brocka 
into even Imore dangerous situa- 
tions. Brocka secretly made a docu- 
mentary about protest demonstra- 
tions after the Adquino killing and 
smuggled the film out of the Philip- 
pines. Brocka vowed in a phone in- 
terview with this reporter earjlier this 
year that he would show his 
documentary in his country even 让 


”he had to make a Betamax video- 


tape and show it home by home. 

Mike de Leon 记 1983 made a 
film called Sister Siea 区 .，abonut 
three political activists 一 a nun，a 
labor leader and a journalist. Like 
Brocka，de Leon was filming 
political rallies and protests in the 
chaos after the Aquino killing and 
theseiexperiemnces, in turn, influenc- 
ed his feature film.

Located on the lower floor of the 
Great Eastern Restaurant on Jack- 
Son，Pearl's is different from other 
clubs 一 this place is for people who 
are Serious about music. But don':ft 
get the jdea that it?s stuffyi it?s just 
that the room is designed to max- 
imize the audience's relationship to 
the music and musicians, as a recent 
conversation with Cookie revealed 

“The musicians love this ,place,?” 


she said,“because it?s So intimate 
and they really get to do what they 
want to do. It requires a certain 
kind of musician to play here; you 
have to be personable because you 
don't have musicians playing from 
a big stage, not interacting with the 
audience.2” 

And it x_intimate， accom- 
modating only approximately 100 
people. But the seating is well-

AnselAdams Internment Camp Photos 
on Display Agalin after Forty Years

FRESNO - In 1944, Ansel Adams 
displayed 204 photographs he took 
at the Manzanar internment camp 
as an exhibit titled “Born Free and 
EquabP ”at the New York Museum 
of Modern Art. The show closed im 
three weeks，reportedly the victim 
of anti-Nikkei feelings and political 
Pressture. 

Forty years later,“Born Free and 
Equal”is being shown again at the 
Fresno Metropolitan Museum，af- 
fording museum patrons a rare 
chance to see Manzanar and the 
internees through the lens of the 
late Adams，who is _ credited with 
Singularly raising photography to 
art . 

COVERED UP 

“This is a show that has been 
covered up,” said the exhibit 
curator，Emily Medvec. She also 
has reprinted Adams” little-known 
book Born Free ad Eauae/， which 
accompanied the short-lived 1944 
exhibit 

“It's adifferent kind of work for 
Ansel Adams,” Medvec saild. 
“Most people know him for his 
nature Shots and know him as 3 
conservationist and environmen- 
talist， He comes out of this as a 
humanitarian.” 

Adams visited Manzanar in the 
autumn of 1943 at the invitation of 
camp director Ralph Merritt. Med- 
vec Said Adams on principle refused 
any government Or organization 
Support. 

“He was against having his art 
labeled as propaganda,” she said . 
“He was concerned about the Jap- 
anese Americans and he wanted to 
try to give the public a sense of the 
Japanese American as an indivi- 
dual，not as a Japanese face or a 
Stereotype.” 

To that end，Adams” photo- 
graphs capture the people who lived 
at Manzanar in candid moods and 


actions,，according to Medvec. 

Medvec said Museum of Modern 
Art officials removed many of the 
photographs and text，notably the 
14th _ Amendment， Moreover，s$he 
said，the federal government puUrT- 
chased nearly all the coples of Bor7m 
Fee a1nd 尼 IUaL，effectively remov- 
ing it from circulation.， 

In 196$，Adams donated the 
exhibit prints and negatives to the 
Library of Congress， where the 
body of work has remained virtual- 
]y unseen by the public. Medvec 
said individual prints from the 计 - 
fated exhibit have been shown from 
time to time, most recently in 1978 
with “Two Views of Manzanar,” 
the Adams/Toyo Miyatake exhibit 
in Los Angeles. 

That “Born Free and Equal”is 
being shown again is testament to 
Medvec's efforts. She was told of 
the prints and negatives in July by 
Adams's son and daughter-in-law， 
Michael and Jeanne Adams of Fres- 
no. She began perusing the collec- 
tion . 

“TI was overwhelmed by the pic- 


tures，all these people came out of 
them,” Medvec Said.“I was Very 
inspired by the material. TI had to 
curate the show.?” 

It wasn't easy，but Medvec was 
able to put the show together and 
publish the book in only seven 
Weeks. 

Medvec chose S$0 photographs 
She believes “Tecreate as close as 
possible what Ansel Adams: inten- 
tions were in 1944.2” 

“Born-. Free and Equal”，which 
began here Oct. 6 along with the 
Army's “Go For Broke” exhibit 
about the legendary Japanese Am- 
erican 100th Infantry Battalion and 
the 442nd Regimental Combat 
Team，will run through Jan. 20. 

Medvec Said no other showings 
of “Born Free and Equal” are 
Scheduled to date，but she intends 
to _ bring the exhibit “to _ places 
where the camps were and to areas 
where there are Sizable Japanese 
American communities.””She also

FERESNO 一 When ahandful of 
Women here banded together to form 

-an organization for Asian/Pacific 
women, they qulickly decided what 让 
was not to be: a bolitically strident 
group embracing issues_ over more 
mundane events like fundraisers. 

“We couldnt use the same 
Strategy asS Women activists and 
have that effort be Successful in the 
San Joaquin Valley,” said Mae 
工 akahashi, the first president of the 
Central California Asian/Pacific 
Women's Organization. Takahashi 
Was referring to the valleys 
conservative political climate that 
歼 asjpznsgiomn Post columnist David 
Broder has, among others, likened to 
that of the Deep Sonuth. 

LONG TERM 

”We wanted to build something 
that would be long term,” said 
工 akahashi, co-owner of a pharmacy 
store. “The activist approach here 
Would be a short-term，temporary 
gain.” 

So the founders met with other 
Asian groupsinthevalleyto mollify 
concerns. And they drafted a list of 
goals “that anyone can Support” 
Said current organization President 
Jeanette Ishii. 

Cautious” Yes， Successful? 
Judging by the accomplishments in 
its three years, yes. The Central Cal- 
ifornia Asian/Pacific Women' s 
Organization 一 a chapter of the 
National Network of Asian and 
Pacific Womken 一 has “become 
Tecognized as the most visible and 
active group ia the valley's Asian 
American community， It also has 
gained widespread acceptance with 
the _ mainstream political and 
business communities. 

Its growing credibility with the 
mainstream Was in evidence 1last 
August at the chapters annual 
scholarship luncheon. Ihe .audience 
included not just a_ variety of Asian 
groups,butlocalbusinesspeople and 
politicians who are members of the 
chapter. 

“The novel thing about Asian/ 


Pacific Women is thatthey are able 
to build bridges among Asian 
American groups in the valley,” said 
Dr. Franklin Ng, professor of Asian 
American studies at California State 
University，FEresno,， referring to the 
dearth of “Asian/Paciffic”groups in 
the San Joaquin Valley. Almost all 
the community organizations are， 
like the Japanese American Citizens 
League, gearedto aparticular Asian 
ethnic group. 

“IT think one reason we'"ve been 
Successful is because we are not an 
isolationist group that caters only to 
professional Asian/Pacific women,” 
Said Ishii，who recently resigned as 
deputy vice president of the Eresno 
Chamber of Commerce to begin a 
partnership with 工 akahashi to 
market pistachios. 

Vereanot aneehtst OnEa 
separatist group,” Ishii said，She 
noted that men and non-Asians are 
among the chapters 60 members， 
Although most members are from 
the Eresno area, the chapter covers 
from Merced to Kern counties，a 
distance of more.-than 160 miles. 

The idea to form a central Cal- 
ifornia chapter stemmed from the 
August 1980 establishment of the 
National Network of Asian and 
Pacific Islander Women in 
Washington，DC. 

“One ofthe reasons we wantedto 
form 3a chapter here Was because 
there Was no other vehicle where 
Asian/Pacific women could come 
together,” said chapter President- 
elect Celoese Don，public 
information _ officer ”for Eresno 
County's Economic Opportunities 
Commission. “Ihere was no other 
Structured vehicle to work toward 
comimon goals.” 

The chapters goals are not 
unlike those of other Asian/ 
Pacific women's groupS: bringing 
together Asian/Paciffc women to 
share in their commonalities; en- 
couraging individual growth;， Pro- 
viding an accurate image of Asian 
and Pacific Island womeni 
identifying and addressing their

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Economic Reform Plan Could Have 
Major Impact on China, Says Expert 


By C.W. WONG/BEN CHANG 

SAN _ FRANCISCO - Chinese 
economy Specialist Dr. Chu-Yuen 
Cheng said at a recent Chinatown 
luncheon that the forthcoming 
economic reform of an unprece- 
dented magnitude in mainland 
China could have a profound im- 
pact and make a_tremendous con- 
tribution to the national well-being 
and the modernization program of 
that country if reform_ efforts are 
SUccessful. 

It is highly significant， 
pointed out，that a _ Communist 
power，comprising one-fourth of 
the world's population, has broken 
away from the Marxist economic 
doctrines and has cautiously 一 but 
firmly 一 brushed them aside as in- 
applicable to the Specific conditions 
of China. 

INFLATION CRISIS 

He stressed that Success of the 
economic reform hinges on how 
well politics _ coordinates with the 
Social structure.“Otherwise,” Dr. 
Cheng went on,“the reform will 
either Precipitate the coming of a 
grave inflation crisis or Suffer the 
same fate as Lenins NEP.?” 

(The pragmatic New_ Economic 
Policy formulated by Lenin with a 
view to revjving the crippled 
economy of Russia reeling after the 
First World War and the October 
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Revolution was strangled by Stalin 
during his reign and thus came to an 
impotent conclusion .) 

Commenting on the reform to be 
effected in the price system，Cheng 
ITemarked,“The current practice of 
setting the price，regardless of the 
quality of the manufactured goods， 
is obviously unreasonable. So is the 
Practice of selling finished goods at 
ahigh price while buying raw mate- 
Tials at a low price.?” 

He suggested that in mainland 
China，Pprices be adjusted on the 
basis of the relationship between 
demand and supply and by taking 
into consideration the expansion of 
Imarkets, as is the case with the free 
enterprise in the West. 

HAND IN HAND 

Cheng stressed that decentraliza- 
tion of power must go hand in hand 
with the with the _ cultivation of 
qualified management personnel. 
But the problem facing China to- 
day,， he added, is that the majority 
of the bureaucrats and managers Of 
China's millions of factories and 
businesses have no more than PTIi- 
mary education background. 

It will be not only unrealistic, but 
also impossible, for them to handle 
the price problem or prepare an 
asset and liability statement，he 
Said . 

What worries Cheng is that the 


people:s livelijhood will be adversely 
affected if prices increase without a 
coOrresponding increase in wagesS. 
which will be，in Cheng's opinion， 
beyond the government's CUITent 
capacity-. 

Cheng noted that mainland 
China's new economic measures are 
similar in many ways to the econo- 
mic plan instituted by Taiwan in the 
early ?50s and，that they share

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Paul Ma 
was recently elected as vice chair of 
the _ California National Bank，of 
Which he was an original founder.

A former economist with the 
Federal Reserve Bank of SF，Ma 
was also an economilc planner with 
the US Small Business Administra- 
tion for eight years. He noted that 
about 809% of the bank's business 
comes from ethnic Asian minorities， 
including Chinese，Japanese， Kor 
ean and Filipino. 

“There is no language barrier at 
Our bank,”said Ma，who himself is 
fuent in Shanghainese，Cantonese 
and Mandarin. “Personal commit- 
ment 1S necesSary for good customer 
relations,”he added. 口 


Similar economic conditions， 

The current annual per capita in-- 
come in mainland China averages 
3$47,， while the then-average anntal 
income for each individual in 
Taiwan was $5$0. And mainland 
China is developing its economy at 
the annual rate of 8%，a figure 
slightly higher than Taiwan2?s 7.7.0%0 
in the ?0s. 

PHENOMENAL GROWTH 

What differs _ between them，he 
added，is that 1963 witnessed the 
beginning of the Phenomenal 
growth in economy in Taiwan fol- 
lowing the completion of its three 
five-year _ economic plans while 
mainland China's economy Suf- 
fered a disastrous setback starting 
from the“buoyant”period of 1958 
up to the downfall of the“Gang of 
FEour”in 1978. 

Cheng，a professor from Ball 
State University， Indiana， ad- 
monished that mainland China 
Should stop following the dogma of 
taking heavy industry as the leading 
factor in national economy，bnut ra- 
ther should concentrate on devel- 
oping agriculture. 

The arable land in that country 
has decreased by 120o over the past 
ten years due to population over- 
growth and the implementation of 
erroneous Policies，including the 
Conversion of forestry to farm land. 

Ecological imbalance and pollu- 
tion are serious. There is a gap bet- 
ween nrban and rural areas in 
economic development and gains. 
All these problems need to be solv- 
ed, asserted Cheng. 

Cheng admitted that China may 
achieve its goal of $800 as the 
average annual per capita income 
by the year 2000. However， it will 
still be a far cry from that of 
Taiwan which will reach 9$6,000 
一 twice what it is now. That， 
argued Cheng，could make the 
peaceful reunification of mainland 
China and Taiwan a distant dream.

Polk had told the judge that im-

Judge Henderson also 人 that

In the group's later evaluation， 
the _ members concluded their “hit 
and run ”tactics paid no heed to the 
plight of small farmers who were at 
the mercy of the middlemen and 
that they need to do ongoing WoOrk 
With workers. 


The ， books honesty here， 
however ls missing in other crucial 
areas. Itsnowhere to be found when 
trying to discover Yoneda's feeling 
about the “ Communist Party's 
SusSpelision of Nikkei members 
from membership and its failure to 
Speak out against the incarceration 
of Japanese Americans during 
WAWII. 

All that Yoneda can offer is the 
long-accepted Comniunist 
argument though the relocation Was 
bad, fascism (as represented by the 
Axis countries) was worse; therefore 
the Japanese had to go， This 
argument is also used to explain 
Yoneda's personal desire to join up 
with the army， 


INIEGRATE 

Yoneda attempts to integrate his 
Asian-ness into his Work，and in 
Some places Succeeds very well. For 
instance, in the opening pages when 
he describes his Angel Island 
experiences as ayoung man, readers 
can understand and envision the 
agony, confusion and anger he felt at 
being detained even though he ls a 
clitizen. 

Many other parts of the book fail 
both to deal with what mlght havVe 
been his feelings about the events， 
and also how his cultural heritage 
has affected him. 

FEor instance, it is only atthe end 
ofthebookthat we getasense ofhow 
the SaHbatte Spirit in his mother 
mirrors that which has kept her Son 
involved in the labor struggles 
through the years.， Though he 
occasionally writes aline ortwo that 
he wonders howhis mother is doing， 


We don't get to see how he is truly 
“feeling abouthis motherwhom he left 


Shop on Market Street， We waited 
and waited, but the waitress just ijg- 
nored Us. Then my father told me 
they didn:t serve Chinese. 

An elderly Caucasian sitting 
nearby noticed what was happen- 
ing. He got up and said nice things 
about the Chinese and Chiang Kai- 
Shek，and that we were not the 
enemy. Then he shook my father”s 
hand. I was embarrassed by the 
whole thing and felt relieved when 
we left for another place. 


One of the highlights of the war 
was When they caught a Japanese 
Sub off the Golden Gate. The prize， 
a one- OT two-person Submarine， 
was paraded though Chinatown. 
Most of us had envisioned seeing 
the enemy handcuffed to a tiny 30- 
foot vessel. To our Surprise, the sub 
Was Over 100 feet in length and had 


Chinatown dignitaries and citizens 
standing on the deck waving at the 
crTOwd. 

NEVER SAW ENEMY 

I never Saw the enemy. After the 
war, the tea garden in Golden Gate 
Park was changed back to Japanese 
Tea _ Garden. Japan became OUI 
friend，and Russia became OUT en- 
eImy. 

Jgnorance，the biggest enemy， 
finally gave way，Chinese Ameri- 
cans who went to war came back 
and eventually made Progress in 
buyinag homes in the avenues，which 
had been off limits to Asians. This 
paved the way ,for the rest of us. 

Remember the comic strip Pogo?7 
Many years ag0，Pogo Said，“We 
have met the enemy，and it is Us.?” 
There seems to be a bit of truth in 
this .
